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Diligent enquiries have failed to locate in 


Shanghai Mre. Galina Pavlovna Rosling nee Morasovae Her 
name appears on the pagsesenger liet of the aes. *TAKSANG* 
which arrived in Shanghai from Tientsin on or about 
December 28, 1957. A certain Mre. V.3. Dobrovidoff, Rugsian, 
who travelled on board the same vessel, was located at 
230 Route Vallon and interviewed in connection with the 
preeent enquiry. According to her, Mra. Rosling during the 
course of caeual conversation mentioned thet she intended 
to etay in Shanghai for a short period only and then to 
proceed to Manila to join her husband. Mre. Dobrovidoff 
also remembere having seen Mre. Roeling some time early in 
January last in the reetaurant "RUS", Route Pere Robert. 
Apart from this, Mre. Dobrovidoff was unable to furnish 
any useful information on the eubject, but promised to let 
the undersigned know if ehe saw Mra. Rosling again. 
Enquiries at the American Coneulate-General show 
that on April 5, 1938 Mra. Rosling applied at the American 
Coneulate in Manila for a viea to the U.S.Ae, but that her 
application wae refused "pending further evidence*®, In 
the attached report of the Tientsin Police dated 26/5/38, 
it is mentioned that Mra. Rosling reported to the British 
Conaulate-General in Manila the loses of her Passporte 
Mr. Ward, the purser of the a.a. “TAKSANG,® was interviewed 
on 27/6/38, He atated that sbout eight days previously he 


met Mr.. Rosling in Tientain and that the latter Was also 
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under the impression that hie wife wae in Manila. Thua, 
there appearea to be no reasun for doudt that the lady in 
question has visited Manila after her arrival in Shanghai. 
However, enquiries at various travel agencies and shipping 
companies have so far failed to aecertain the date of her 
departure from Shanghai or the date of her possible return 
to thie city. 

Placeea at which enquiries have been made in 
connection with this matter include the Russian Emigrants? 
Committee, the Council of United Ruesian Public Organization 
(SORO) and the boarding house sectiona of both the kunicipal 
and French Police. From the attached report of the Tientain 
Police, it would appear that there is very little likelihood 
of Mre. Rosling being known locally both under her present 
and her maiden name. Moreover, ehe has good reasone not 
to make her presence in Shanghai known. 

One or two clues, which might be ueeful for 
obtaining information about Mra. Hosling, could not be folluwed 
48 owing to the fact that no photograph or deacription of 
the lady ase available and that nothing is known regarding 
her possible connections in Shanghai.

I would be greatly obliged if you would kindly forward 
to me the address of my wife hirs. Galine Rosling, I given to 
understand that she is now living in Shanghai. 

My wife left Tientsin on December 25rd, 19357 on her own 
accord, I had given her my consent previously to take a holiday 
at Hong-Kong and I informed her that she should let me make 
the necessary arrangements for her passage to Hong-Kong as 
being a soldier's wife she could travel Military rate, I 
made enquiries for her at Butterfield & Swires Offices at 
Tientsin and made arranyements for her to see the person 
concerned at that office. In the meantime she must have made 
arrangements unknown to me elsewhere as she sailed unknown to me 
on the " S33 TAK»ANG” owned by the "China Navigation Company”. 

As my duty kept me away from my wife from 7:30 a.m. until 
7:30 p.m. I was quite unaware that she had any intentions of 
going away on the day she went Decemter 25rd.1958. When I 
arrived home from duty at 7:30 p.m. on December 23rd, my wife 
was not at home and I found a note say ing that she was sorry 
that she had had to go away in syoh a hurry as the ship she was 
sailing on wes leaving earlier than she had expected and if she 
did not saii on that particular ship she would lose her passage 
money, she also stated that she had sailed on a Japanese ship 
and had gone to Hong-Kong and would be away from Tientsin for 
one month only. On January Lath .1958. I received a letter 
from my wife from Shanghai dated January 6th 1938. stating that 

! /she 


she was sailing from Ghanghai the next day for Paris and sngland 
and that her relations at Faris had sent her the money for her 
passuge, I consulted the shipping notices to see if it had been 
possible for her to sail and I found that it not possille for 
her to leave Shanghai that day. At the sane time I made 
enyuiries at all the Shipping Companies in Tientsin to see by 
what boat she had left Tientsin by and as I have stated above 
she sailed on the "S55 TANnGANG" travelling lst class Chinese 
passag: without food .45 (vollars) and that she had booked her 
passage to shanzhai and not ilong~Kons:. 

I informed my Officer Commanding, about the matter at once 
and the matter wus placed in the hands of the Kritish Municipal 
Police who obtained all the necessary information they required 
about my wife from myself, I have not yet received any informa 
tion from the police as regards the where-a-bouts of my wife. 

On February 19th 1958 the "SS T/Q.scANG" arrived at 
Tientsin Bund, and I decided to enquire from the ship's officers 
if they could remember my wife travelling on the ship on its 
journey to Shanghai and Hong-Kong. The lurser Mr. ‘ard was 
tie only one who remembered her, I informed him of the object 
of my enquiries and he kindly volunteered to do anything he 
could to assist me in any way during his return journey to 
Shanghai. I asked him to ascertain if my wife was still in 
Shanghai and I gave him a letter to deliver to her personally, 
the "SS TAKSANG" sailed from Tientsin on February 2lst. 1958. 
Vhen the siip returned to Tientsin again I again saw Mr. Ward 
and he informed me that he had been to the Consular Offices 
at Shanghai to ascertain the address of my wife and that the 
Consular staff informed him that it was against the regulations 
to give him the address but he was told that if he left the 

| letter it would be forwarded on to my wife since the letter 
“has been delivered I have not yet received any answer. 

With a view of coming to Shanghai myself to attend to the 

matter I would be greatly obliged if you would forward me her
